Bryan 
for any reason Is unwilling to receiv e 
this sum for himself he shall dis­ 
tribute the 160,000 among educational 
and charitable institutions; while, in 
fact, and in law, 
the 
letter 
ad­ 
dressed to

stituted him a trustee for his wife 
and children, and said sum of $25,000, 
if receiv ed by William J . 
Bryan, 
would belong to his wife and his 
children, all 
of which William J . 
Bryan and wife well know. 
“ The writing addressed to Mrs. lien- 
nett further misstates and is mislead­ 
ing in that Mr. Bennett did not then, 
norat anytime thereafter, own the
